There was lo.‘it to the array during 
ih< year f ndcd June 30, liH)3,3 29.279 men, 
as follow.n: One hundred and thirty-eight 
offjv^rs, of whom 25 were killed in action 
or died of wounds or di.sease: 28,141 enllst- 
men, of whom Kil wererkilled in actien 
W» died of wound.s i>r dl.sease, the re- 
jnainder repre.sentinK men di«charg'ed for 
»ixpiration of terms of .«ervice, for dis­ 
ability, by sentence of court martial, de- 
s#»jilons and retirement.^.

In the structure which is ow being 
removed it is believed th at his wealth 
was stored. The coins bore dates of long 
ago. 
A close search is being made /o r 
the supposed hidden treasure.

Hjs punishm ent 
was a fine and it w'as said at th at tim e 
he had agreed to testify a t the trial of 
Holbrook, who had been credited. with 
securing Sutton’s acquittal.

ATBOGOTA 


PRESIDENT OF COLOMBIA 
18DEKOUNCED 


Crowds Parade 
the Streets 
Siioutingr «Down W ith Mar- 
roqaln”~A u Attack Expected 
—-Other fstlimian News* 


, W ashington, Nov. IL—The .state depart­ 
m ent received a cablegram from Min­ 
ister Beaupre a t Bogota, dated Nov. 9, in 
which the m inister states large crowds 
w ere parading streets on the eighth in-, 
stant, crying “down with M arroquin.” 
There was a m ass meeting denouncing the 
president and calling for a change of 
government. 
Hundreds gathered a t the 
palace and a prominent national general 
called for the resignation of the presi­ 
d e n t/ The gathering was dispersed by 
troop.s, sev'eral people being wounded. The 
city i.s under m artial law, well guarded 
by soldiers. 
The legation of the United 
States is under the protection of the gov- 
ernm ent, but there are no Indications oñ 
hostile dem onstration. 
The residence of 
Lorenzo 3ílarroquln( believed here to be 
a senator and son of the president) has 
been attacked with stones.

. STREET RAILWAY MEN 


People of Chicago Maybe Com­ 
pelled to Walk—All Sur|ace 
Lines on ^Soiith Side W iil be 
Affected-—Other Troubles. 


^ Chicago, N ov.ll.—A general strike of 
3,000 employes of the Chicago City rail­ 
way decided upon to night a t a mass 
meeting of the men. They will quit work 
a t 4 o’clock to morrow morning. 
This 
decision was reached after a controversy 
th a t has lasted over two weeks between 
representatives of the union and m anage­ 
m ent of the railway. 
Numerous confer­ 
ences have been held in eorts to adjust 
the diiculty by arbitration, but w\|thout 
satisfacto ry . reault.s, and the decision to 
night to strike to morrow morning was 
unanimously endorsed by the men. 


The demands of the union were for a 
wage increase of 25 per cent; recognition 
of the union and several other minor con- 
cession.*?. 
The company requested post­ 
ponement of hosUlitles until Saturday, 
when a. final answer would be griven, but 
the men refused to delay action, any 
longer and decided to quit work to enforce 
their demands. The company^, it' is said, 
has seyerdl hundred men in readiness to 
take the place of strikers and will en­ 
deavor to run cars with non-union men. 
The Chicago City railw ay controls all 
surface lines running on the south side 
of the city, malUng a total of over 220 
miles of track. 


W ILL CUT WAGES. 


Boston, Nov. 11.—Reports from centers 
of the cotton mill industry throughout 
New England indicate th at to day’s an­ 
nouncement at Fall River th at a 10 per 
cent reduction in w'ages had bee decided 
upon by cotton m anufacturers there, to 
go into effect Nov. 23,3 had caused gen­ 
eral uheftsines.s, due to belief an equal 
reduction at other plades is ihevitabll. 
Representatives of labor unions do not 
appear to anticipate concerted áction ort 
the part of unions in opposition to the 
new 
schedule. 
Union 
men have kept 
themsefves well informed as to the cotton 
m arket and to day’s announcement a t 
Fall 
River 
occasioned 
little 
surprise. 
While not adnriltting the necessity for so 
sweeping a reduction it is doubtful if 
any con.siderable num ber would join in 
a fight w'ith mill agents at this time. The 
new schedule is really a return to con­ 
ditions existing two years ago, when 
an advance was made by m anufacturers. 
It w^aa this advance in Fall River that 
led to a great strike in Lowell last spring. 
The present scale went into effect March 
13, 1902. 
The price for weaving regular 
goods to day is 21.78 cents per cut, and 
10 per cent reduction would m ake the 
new priee 19.6 cents. The old pride pre­ 
vious to the date given Wás Í9.Í atid thlá 
latter figure will prevail after Nov. 23, 
J Boáton, Nov. 11.—Jam es Tansey, p-esi- 
dent of the Textile W orkers of Am^^tca, 
who is here from i^ ll River attending- the 
American Federation of 
Lalj^r, •, was 
greatly surprised to day a t notices of a 
shut ficw;n at Fall River. In his opinl:!ti 
other ir.n)s in M assachusetts and southern 
New .lirgland would be likely to lollow 
the lead of the Fall Riv<>r, in which cnsi: 
•:0,OCO to 1000,000 operatives would be af-' 
ffected.

The improvemenis that have been | 
made are all of a substantial char­ 
acter and tho new buildings, many 
of them, are of handsome and artistic 
construction.

I 
stood at the irravo of George Wash- 
in^ton’H g'Teat-great-grandfather in 
Altliorp, Fungiand, and suvi- on the 
stone the .shield of the Uniirîd States. 
The ilag comes from the same shield, 
the group ( f stars with the stripes be­ 
low.'’ 


Commenting

this tlie Inter- 
Ocean says that it is a not nncommon 
version of the origin of the American 
flag, but ii is not accepted by histori­ 
ans or ]\> Washington’s biographers. 
It is certain that the flag eame'before 
the seal or shield or coat of arms, 
and certain facts are ch'i.ily estab­ 
lished. 


In thv^ fall of ITT.'I the c donial con­ 
gress in session at Philadelphia ap- 
poinfed Frankliji, Lynch and Harri- 
s(ni a committee to reeommed a de­ 
sign for a colonial flag. 
The com­ 
mittee went to Cambridge to consult 
General Washington, arriving at the 
gi^neral’s head(iuarters Dec. 13. 


At the second meeting on that day 
a gentleman .introduced by Franklin 
submitted ^design based on the flag 
of the English East India company, 
a field of alternate longitudinal red 
and white stripes, having the cross of 
St. George for a union. In the new 
design tlie red and white stripes were 
increased to thirteen, with the union 
flaff of England for a union. 


The design was julopted by the com-; 
mittee. On Jan. 2,1770, Washington 
hoisted, in the presence of the com­ 
mittee and the officers of the army, 
the new colonial flag, t is a matter 
of record that the British in Boston 
saluted this flag, believing it to be 
a sign of loyalty to England. 


The colonial flag of stripes and 
English union was changed to the 
I^'nited States flag by resolution of 
the continental congress on June 14, 
1777. This resolution declared “that 
the flag of the thii teen United States 
1)0 thirteen stripes, alternate red and 
whWo, and that the union be thirteen 
star?, white in a blue field,,repre­ 
senting a new constellation.’V 


It would appear from this that the 
Wiishingtiiii coat cf arms was nrt 
considered by the committee of con­ 
gress in ‘nloptlng the stilpe?:, and 
that tlie stars were added with the 
idea of a new r /astellatiop. of slatC'? 
in mind. 


Tii0 device f >'. the great seai or 
shield of the In-!ted States was not 
adopted until 17S2. and was based on 
a design submitte d to Johii A.dam:î, 
then ll’iited States minister to Eng­ 
land, by 
Sir John Pre^twich an 
Bngliitit antiquarian. Prestwich was 
well informed, rndoubtedly, as to the 
escutclieon of the Washington fami­ 
ly, but he put or. the escutcheon of 
tlie great seal the thirteen stripes of 
the Ame? .»can flag which had beep in 
use five yeap « nd associated, ’.vith 
them the thirteen stars of the flaj-r. 


The shield on the Washington 
tombé in England may resemble the 
shield on the great seal of the United 
States, but it is misleading to s%y 
that the shields are the same.

Bedrooms ought to be bedr^^' 
and nothing else, says Oaraliiid 
Hunt in the House Beautiful. :JBMe 
advocates sleeping in garret rooms 
if ihcre in no other place in the 
house where-one can fit up a 1 ^ - 
room and a drefising room separate­ 
ly. I'he floor oi the bedroom should 
be of hard wood or at least painted, 
HO that it can be wiped up with a 
darnji cloth and .so that there nee«.l 
be no dust to get into the bedding 
when it is aired evi'vy day in the 
sun, as it should be. 
Beds which 
are light enough to be moved easily 
and irleaned easily are naturally the 
best beds, for they may be moved 
irom one position into another and 
always be where they get the most 
sun in the daytime and the best air 
tit night. 
Jf the jieadboard is, iio 
liigher than the footboard, as in 
the iron single beds, the position 
of the bed in the room is very much 
easier to determine, since it may 
even be pushed against the wall 
iiideways without appearing awk: 
ward. 


Washstands and dressing tables 
lehould not be solid to within a f«w 
inches of the floor, but open so that 
the floor may be easily cleaned. 
And bedrooms should never be used 
ior dressing rooms at an afternoon 
or evening gathering. 
To throw 
outside wraps upon the bed is to 
make a nest for the microbes of tlie 
street which are ever r^dy to de­ 
vour. 


For Mending Purpose«. 


An excellent cement for mending 
almost anything may be ‘made by 
mixing together litharge and glycer­ 
in to the consistency of thick cream 
or fresh putty. The cement is use­ 
ful in mending stone jars or any 
coarse earthenware, stopping leaks 
in seams of tinpans or wash boilers, 
cracks and holes in iron kettles, 
etc. It may also be used to fasten 
on lümp tops or tighten loose nuts, 
to secure ’loose bolts whose nuts are 
lost, to tighten loose joints of wood 
or iron or in many other ways 
about the various kitchen utensils, 
the range, the sink and'in the pan­ 
try flttings. In all cases the article 
mended should not be used till the 
cement has hardened, which will re­ 
quire from one day to a week, ac­ 
cording to the quantity of cement 
used. 
The cement will resist, the 
action of water, liot or cold, acids 
and almost any degree of heat.

Larger Rooms. 


New houses show a tendency to­ 
ward larger ropms and fewer of 
them. 
The bathroom, which in 
many of the older hoiises is a small 
room with just enough space to turn 
round in, is now built larger, since 
it is to be used by all the Ínember¿ 
of the family, who often keep in it 
their toilet articles.

NEW MOTOR ON CANALS.

A successful test of a mechanism for 
towing cianal boats l}y electricity was 
made on the Erie canal between Troy, 
N. Y., and Schenectady the othèr day, 
says jhe New York Tribune. A device 
called an electric mule, of eighty horse­ 
power and running on rails on the tow'- 
páth, was used. It is capable of towing 
foiur loaded canal boats at the rate of 
four miles an hour. The power is o6- 
taini^ by* trolley from an overhead 
wire. The machine can run in either 
direction. The fii'st boat handled was 
loaded w^th sand. Difficult was ex­ 
perience in getting a towing line 
strong, enough. Finally a heavy hauler 
was put on, and the boat Avas hauled 
quíckfy jthé extent of thé tracks. Two 
loaded hoRts hauled by. three horses 
wei^. rnét' They^ containi^ 500 tons 
apiece. The horses were unhitched, 
ánd the. boats were moved togetlier by 
the electric mule, wortdiig backward. ~

The Coldest Known Liquid. 


, Liquid hydrogen is by far the 
coldest liquid known at the present 
time. 
At 
ordinary 
atmospheric 
pressure it boils at — i32 degrees F., 
and reduction of the pressure by 
an air pump brings t)ie temperature 
down to' —432 degrees, at which the 
liquid becomes a solid, resembling 
frozen foam. Accord ing 10 Profess­ 
or Dewar, to w^hom the credit is 
due of having liquefied hydrogen in 
1898, the liquid is a colorless, trans­ 
parent body and is the lightest liq­ 
uid known to exist, its density being 
only one-fourteenth that of water. 
The lightest liquid previously known 
was liquid marsh gas, wliich is six 
times heavier. The only solid which 
has so small density as to float upon 
its surface is a piece of pith wood.— 
Cassier’s Magazine.

< Engineering Problems In India. 
In constructing the power trans­ 
mission line from the Cauvery falls 
to the Kolar gold mines, in Mysore, 
India, which was recently complet­ 
ed, the American engineers employ­ 
ed to do the work had to. deal with 
some uncommon problems. 
The 
line,, ninety-two miles long, is car­ 
ried on lofty poles through the jun­ 
gle. 
Here the‘ depredations of 
white ants and \\^ld elephants had 
to be prevented. The ants attacked 
the poles, and the elephants pulled 
'at .the wires. 
Iron sockets seven 
feet high w’ere found to be effective 
against the ants, and after careful 
measurements of the highest reach 
of the elephants’ trunks the wires 
were strung at a safe elevation.

Mrs. Bradley Martin has oifendcd 
good form on the other side by 
wearing too many jewels. 
At her 
plàee in the highlands of Scotland 
she gave a ball recently, aiid^ society 
péople of tlie neighbprhood were 
abundantly in attendance.

Dwelling houses and.factory build­ 
ings with coiicrote walls, in which the 
conc*i*ete iia^ been moltletl in place in 
large masses, have become coriipura- 
tively common, but in repent years a 
specie.s of hollow conereto block con­ 
struction has » been introduced, whicli 
in some respects appears 10"promise 
eyen grea.t^* advantages. 
Such hol­ 
low concrete block houses are, in ;i 
measure, highly developed exa.mples of 
tlie remarkabli* durable adobe houses 
of Mexico and the southw^est of the 
IJni,t^ States, w'hich, though built sim­ 
ply of large sun dried blocks of clay, 
appear as though hewn out of one sol­ 
id mass and have been found to sue* 
Cfssfuiiy resist both great heat aud 
heavy tropical rains, 


AVails buiJt of hollow concrete blocks, 
witii their inclosed air spaces, tend to 
keep houses warm in winter and cooi 
in summer, and tlie only probieia of 
satisfactorily, building them has been 
that of cost. This, however, we are 
told, has now been solved by a ma­ 
chine which, turns them out quickly 
and cheaply aud in all desired sizes. 
The molds are made with removable 
sides, and. after the block of concrete 
has been formed these sides are swting 
out of the way and the block can be 
lifted out aud left to thoroughly set. 
Grooves and tongues can easily be 
formed in the blocks, enabling them to 
be rigidly tied together in building up 
a wall, and openings can also be pro- 
vide<l in them to receive the ends of 
floor, beams, the joints being subse­ 
quently filled with cement, if desired, 
to insure greater security. 


Many houses have of late been built 
with such blocks, and their popularity 
seems to be on the increase. In ap­ 
pear« nee «uch concrete block wails re­ 
semble masonry. In fact, the blocks 
can be fashioned after almost any de^ 
sired pattern.—Gassier’s Magazine. *

PARDONS 


Governor Yates Committee Sen 
t^neeg for Two-~Work of 
Pardon Boarfl. 


^ringñeld, Npv. 11.—Govemor Yates 
Wednesday commuted the .sentence of 
John Thomas Coiincll, of Carterville, who 
was. serving an eighteen-year sentence in 
the Che.ster penitentiary. 
Council had 
quarreled with a man named Morgan in 
Williamson .county and the two men met 
in a saloon one day "and the result was 
a row, in which Morgan was killed. Coun­ 
cil spent all his money, .sold his farm and 
did everything possible to escapé a peni­ 
tentiary' sentence, but he was finally .sen­ 
tenced, to thirty-five years imprisonment, 
which, was afterwards #commuted \o 
eighteen year.s. 
, 


Marty prominent W n In Williamson 
county interested themselves in the case 
and Council had the sympathy of a large 
portion of the community. 


He has been in Che.ster nine years and 
has been a trusty. 
He will return to 
Carterville, where friends have offered to 
help him regain hi.s place In .society again. 


The sentence of Calvin Buchanan was 
commuted by the governor,'* to expire on 
the 24th of December. 3uchanan was con­ 
victed in the circuit court of Saline county 
of the killing of one Morse. Secretary of 
State Rose, with a large number of 
residents of the county, recommended 
clemency.

The .sentence of Thomas Scantlin was 
c«mmuted to fourteen years. 
Scantlin 
was convicted of the murder of a man 
named Rakestraw at Eást Alton, Menard 
county and sentenced to fifty years at the 
July term 1S99 of the 
Menard 
circuit 
court. 
The homicide took place at a 
dance when there was a general dis­ 
turbance. Scantlin did not fire the shot, 
but gave the revolver to the man who 
did.
